Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—[Special }~— 
The house tonight, by a vote of 212 to 35, re- 
puked the president by tabling so much of 
bis messages as reflected on members of 
congress in connection with his recommenda- 
tions regarding the secret service detectives. 
They also declared it to be the sense of the 
nouse that they shail decline to consider 
any communications from any source which 
are not, in its own jJudgmem, respectful. 

The rebuke was decided upon after the 
members of the house had spent the entire 
gay in criticising the chief executive for 
what they called his insult to members and 
bis overstepping of the bounds given him 
ap an executive by the constitution. Many 
ef the speakers even went so far as to 
gccuse the president of misquoting them. 
They alleged that, in citing their speeches 
in his message, he eliminated parts and 
pubordinated other parts, so as to change 
their meaning. There were some who de- 
fended the president, but they were few.

Springfield, II. Jan. &—[Special )—The leg- 
twlative Géadiock which now prevents the in- 
‘auguration of state officials will be broken 
next week when the alarmed senate and the 
alarming house reconvene, 

The alarming house is an innocent body 
wrongfully suspected by the alarmed senate 
of designs and purposes which form no part 
of its plane. The alarming house is willing 
to be as decent to Gov. Charles . Deneen— 
this wih be stipulated’ in the bond as if he 
hed been a party to the election of Edward 
D. Shurtleff as epeaker. 

The alarmed senate has prepared a series of 
rules to govern all joint meetings of the 
alarming and the alarmed. The elarming 
house is willing to stipulate that the contest 
committee, which is to hear the inevitable 
Democratic charges involving Gov. Deneen’s 
election, shall be composed of a certain num 
ber of members appointed by Gov. . 
an equal number appointed by Ad E. 
Stevenson, and one to be appointed by the 
others. The people may suggest 
thet the senate appoint for the governor and 
the house for Ste vemson. 


Party Action Is Sought. 
Furthermore it is proposed by the Re- 
publican leaders of the state that a caucus 
of house Republicans shall be called for the 
expreas purpose of agreeing on party meas- 
ures and party policies. It is not supposed 
that Mr. Shurtleff, although elected by Dem 
ocrats, proposes to hand over committees 
and policies to the minority, but the Repub- 
licam managers think thet the situation 
makes desirable a caucus which will reunite 
the party and make its membere stand for a 
Republican program as againet a Demo- 
oratic. 

It is proposed further to preach the gospel! 
of party necessity in the matter of the sena- 
torial caucus and to insist that although the 
caucus idea was badly jolted in the speaker- 
ship contest its uses have not been spoiled 
for other purposes. Thie admittedly is the 
hardest task facing the reconstructionists. 


Favor Extended to Densem. 


All manner of assurances are being given 
that the Republicans of the house do not pro- 
pose t oust Gov. Deneen in the manner 
feared by the new senate leaders and by the 
governor himself. It is explained that any- 
thing reasonable will be agreed to and that 
if Mr. Deneen wishes to appoint part of the 
memberehip of the committee to bear the 
evidence presented in the demand for the re- 
count he will be given that privilege. 

Friends of the governor say he hase no 
desire to make appointments personally, and 
they suggest that the senate be alloWed to 
name part of the committee and that the 
house name part, and that the senate and 
house members select the odd man on the 
committee. 

Senators Jones, Gardner, and Hurburgh 
of the senate committee appointed to consider 
the house request for a joint resolution, have 
decided to submit to Speaker Shurtleff and 
the house members an agreement by which 
it is specified what shall be considered at each 
joint session called as required for the trans- 
action of business, 


Limits Action of Solons. 


Such an agreemem would Mmit the legisla- 
tors, when called together in joint session 
for the canvases of the vote, strictly to the 
necessary action in connection with such a 
canvass and, when called together for the 
election of a United States senator, to that 
and nothing more. 

Mr. Shurtieff and bie friends may not wish 
to go 80 far as this in dealing with the sen- 
ate, but, with Republicans in both houses de- 
claring that the ousting of the governor is a 
thing not to be contemplated, the house and 
senate organizations will be able to get to- 
gether and loose the house from the tech- 
nical bonds now restraining it from the 
traneaction of business. 

It may be taken as next to a certainty that 
arrangements for the inauguration of state 
officials will be under way next week and 
that the canvass of the state vote—the pre- 
liminary necessary to the Installation of new 
officera—will be completed soon after the two 
bodies reconvene in Springfield. 

Contest to Be Filed Barly. 

The democratic contest will be filed within 
the. time specified by ldw—within ten days 
after the canvases of the returns. It will be 
referred to the committee on contest to be 
constituted in some such manner as outlined 
before, and it will proceed to examine the 
evidence submitted to determine whether the 
democratic management has made out a 
prima facie case warrünting the opening of 
the ballot boxes. . 

Gov. Deneen’s suggestion, in case the evi- 
dence be considered as warranting the re- 
count, has been that certain specified pre- 
cinets, districts, or counties should be taken, 
the Democrats to select the sections in which 
fheir evidence is the strongest, and that on 
the result of a recount in such sections it 
be determined whether a recount for the 
whole state would be warranted. 

A hotly contested recount of all the ballots 
cast in the state election probably would 
consume most of the term to which Mr. De- 
neen has been elected and surely would be 
immensely costly. 


Mandamus Plan Is Evaded. 

The certainty that the Republican mem- 
bers of the legislature will return to a sane 
view of the situation will make unnecessary 
one or two devices which have been under 
consideration by house members seeking to 
force the senate into joint session for the 
canvass of the vote. 

In the event of a deadlock continuing 
through next week it had been the purpose 
of sore of the Democrats to file a bill in the 
Cireult court of Sangamon county seeking a 
writ of mandamus to compel the members of 
the senate to come into joint session fer the 
canvass. Representative Walter Lant and

New York Woman Recites De- 
tails of Lovemaking. 


ASKS $50,000 FROM RIVAL. 


Says Husband Used Her Money for 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.)—A remarka- 
ble matrimonial document made its appear- 
ance in the county clerk’s office today in the 
shape of a bill of particulars filed by Una 
Goslin in her sult to recover $50,000 damages 
from Annie Irene Magher for the alienation 
of the affections of Alfred R. Goslin, who is 
in Paris. 

Mrs. Goslin's suit came on for trial this 
afternoon before Justice Brady and a jury 
in the Supreme court. 

Mies Magher wes not present, it being ex- 
plained that che still is in France attending 
to her old job of stenography for Goslin. 
Her attorneys said she now is a legal resi- 
dent of France. So is Goslin, who, by the 
way, is suing for a separation on the ground 
that hie wife refused to join him in France 
since he fied thither in 1908. 


Specific Bill of Particulars. 


M. Hallheimer, a Brooklyn attorney, is Mrs. 
Goslin’s counsel, and he produced a bill of 
particulars which has an apologetic con- 
clusion that might wel) be the preface. The 
bill follows: 

“ Whereas, from the nature of the action, 
knowledge of the facts upon which the 
plaintiff's claim resets more with the de- 
fendant than the plaintiff and the opportunity 
to obtain discovery from the defendant has 
not been offered and by her practically is 
unobtainable, the defendant being now ab- 
sent in Paris, France, and not very apt to

“ She caused him to visit hotels with her 
and stop at hotels with her. 

“She caused him to live with her as man 
and wife under assumed nemes in lodgin 
apartments and hotels, and lived with him 
as if she were his wife.

The minutes of the meetings of the board of 
directors and stockholders of the Atchison 
were put in evidence showing the sale of this 
road was a virtual abandonment of this new 
Une and took place just about a year after 
the Harriman interests, unknown to the 
Atchison people had bought $30,000,000 worth 
ef Atchison stock and had demanded and 
secured representation on the Atchison 
board. 

Rogers and Frick on Record. ; 

H. H. Rogers and Henry C. Frick were two 
who took their seats on the Atchison board at 
that time. and the minutes showed both had 
voted to sell the road in question to the South- 
ern Pacific. As part of the agreement then 
made the Atchison was to go into partner- 
ship with the Southern Pacific in building 
into Northern California. 

Frank M. Murphy, president of the Santa 
Fé, Prescott and Phenix, owned by the Ateh- 
ison, was put on the stand by the government 
to testify as to the manner in which the 
Southern Pacific blocked the Atchison’s at- 
tempt to construct a new line to the coast. 
The Atchison already had a line running from 
ite main line in California to Phoenix, Ariz. 

The link which the Southern Pacific secured 
was the Pheenix and Eastern Arizona, which 
was to run between Deming and Pheonix, and 
would have made a new route for the Atchi- 
som from Berlin. Kas, to southern California 
which would have avoided the mountains of 
northern Arizona. Furthermore, it would 
have made possible connection with the El 
Paso and Southwestern, the Phelps-Dodge 
road running to El Paso. 


Murphy Tells of Difficulties. 

Mr. Murphy testified he began to build this 
road himself, subsequently the Atchison 
bought it. This was before much actual work 
was done uponit. Construction then went on 
until it got as far east as Dubyville, which is 
about 240 miles west of Deming. . This wagin

Tillman In at Critical Point. 

It is evident that action by the United 
States government was indispensable to the 
guccess of his scheme, which, on the face 
of it, was an entirely legitimate one.

©ording to the correspondence submitted 
with photographic facsimiles by President 
Roosevelt, he appeared on the scene just 
when some government influence was neces-

At this stage of the proceedings another 
element entered into it in the shape of a 
young man by the name of Bryan D. Dorr, a 
newcomer in Portland, Ore., who organized 
a timber syndicate, the purpose of which was 
to secure applications for the land which 
Reeder and Watkins were exploiting. Young 


. Dorr, who had more enthusiaem than experi- 


ence, thought that the name of Senator TIE 
man would be a valuable advertisement, and 
in one of his circulars stated that among the 
men who had spoken for part of the land was 
Senator Tillman, who was ardently described 
as “a man who usually gets what he goes 
after.“ 

It wae thie circular of the optimietic ad- 
vertising promoter, Dorr, which impelled 
Senator Tilman Jan. 19, just four days after 
he had written his letter to Reeder and Wat- 
kine asking them to hold in reserve eight 
of the best quarter sections, to denounce Dorr 
as a swindler and to say, as the records show: 
“TI have not bought any land anywhere in 
the west nor undertaken to buy any.“ 

Members of the senate are much disturbed 
over the situation. They admit it is ex- 
tremely difficult, to say the least, to recon- 
elle Senator Tillman's disclaimer on Feb. 19 
with his request in his letters that quarter 
sections should be held for himself, for mem- 
bers of his family, and for his secretary. 

Tillman Makes His Own Trouble. 

All this matter came out through a simple 
investigation by the postoffice inspectors. 
Dorr’s mail was barred under a fraud order, 
and the inspectors were sent out at the in- 
stance of Senator Tillman. They found to 
their surprise that Dorr was conducting an 
entirely legitimate business and that he had 
not misrepresented any facts except to assign 
one more quarter section to Senator Tillman 
than he bad asked for. 

The fraud order against Dorr was canceled 
on recommendgtion of the inspectors, who 
comprise the secret service bureau of the 
postoffice department. It was tothow how in 
the ordinary course of duty investigating 
agents of the government frequently run up 
against congressmen or government officials 
that the president sent to the senate under 
the seal of secrecy the correspondence re- 
garding Mr. Tillman. ö 

That correspondence would not have been 
made public had the South Carolina senator 
not announced his intention of making one of 
his vitriolic speeches. The president, desir- 
ing to have the public fully informed just 
what the charges were against Senator Til!- 
man, decided this afternoon to make the 
correspondence public, so that when Mr. Till- 
man comes to make his speech be at least will 
not be shooting in the dark. 


WHAT THE PITCHFORE STARTED. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ]} 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The president's 
communication to Senator Hale is as follows: 

“The White House, Washington, Jan. 6, 
1908.—_My Dear Senator Hale: 

“I have requested the different depart- 
ments of the government, not only those to 
whom you sent requests, but those to whom. 
you did not, to give me all the information 
about the use of special’ attorneys, special 
agents, inspectors, etc., in their departments 
which will enable me to put before you all 
the facts which, as I understand it, your 
committee desires to have. I transmit these 
reports herewith. I call especial attention 
to the reports of the Secretary of state, the 
secretary of the treasugy, and the attorney 
general. 

Urges Inquiry Into Service. 

Let me at the outset most earnestly er- 
press my Cordial agreement with the view 
that it is not only the right but the duty of 
congress to investigate the workings of the 
secret service or detective agents by which 
alone the government can effectually safe- 
guard itself against wrongdoing, punish 
crime, and bring to justice criminala, 

“I am well aware of the lability to abuse 
inherent in any effective detective system or 
select service system; 
of the efficiency of the system is aleo the 

ere of the seriousness of the abuses of 
the system if it be applied to wrong purposes 
or directed in an improper manner. 

It is eminently to the public interest that 


for the measure 


there shoulé be vigilant inquiry into the 
workinge of this agency, both by the heads 
of the executive departments and by con- 
gress. 


System Wholly Indispensable. 

“It nevertheiese remains true that this 
system is absolutely indispensable if the pop- 
ular interest is to be adequately safeguarded 
and wrongdoere taught to fear the law. To 
show how indispensable detectives are when 
important work of a confidential character 
must be done, I refer you to the experience 
of the immigration commission appointed by 
congress and largely composed of senators 
and represemtatives, which hae found k ab- 
solutely necessary to employ det&ctives in 
order to achieve the best results. 

“In my communication of the 4th inet. to 
the lower house I have eet forth at length 
the reasons why, in my judgment, it is emi- 
nently desirable that, in addition to the spe- 
cial detectives or Inepection service of each 
department, there should be in some one de- 
partment, preferably the department of jus- 
tice, a service which can be used at need 
in any department in order to achieve the. 
ends I have described. 

Not Supervisor of Morals. 

“I would like to state here that frequently 
accusations have been made to me privately 
by members of the two houses to the effect 
that the secret service has been used as a 
police of morals" or to shadow senators, 
congressmen, and other public officials. 
Hitherto the effort to discover the basis for 
such allegations has always been fruitless. 
I should be greatly obliged if any informa- 
‘tion could be furnished me tending to show 
any instance where thie has been done in 
times past. 

Certain of the special agents, inepectors 
and the like, in the several departments have 
a highly specialized work to perform In 
the treasury department the secret service 
is e@pecially trained to deal with counter- 
feiters and the epecial agents with custome 
frauds. in the postoffice department the 
corps of inspectors is especially trained and 
peculiarly fitted to detect criminality or 
abuses or fraudulent use of the mails in con- 
nection with the postal service. In the in- 
terior department the special agents of the 
land office and the inepectors of the Indian 
bureau are trained in similar fashion to meet 
special needs. In addition, it is urgently 
necessary, as set forth in Mr. Root’s accom- 
panying report, that there shall be e central 
force of secret service men who can be de- 
tailed for work anywhere in the government 
service. 

Finds Abuses of Franks. 

“ Of course, in the investigation of specific | 
frauds we sometimes come across wholly un- 
expected phages of misconduct. The frauds 
in the postal department which were un- 
earthed some six years ago, for instance,“ 
offer a case*in poim. My suspicions were 
first aroused by a report made as to the 
extravagant and debauched manner of life 
of a certain postal employé, this report be- 
ing made by am official of the secret service 
in connection with another transaction on 
which he was at work. So with cases of 
the abuse of the franking privilege. 

“The postoffice never of set purpose in- 
spects any package sent through the mails 
by apenator or congressman, but sorietimes 
through the accidental breaking of such 
package the contents are exposed, and if 
they are of a character which makes their 
transmission by franking privilege illegal 
eteps are taken by the postoffice authorities 
to collect the full postage. 

“Some of these instances represent real 
abuses, but in other cases they are due to 
carelessness or ignorance, and often doubt- 
legs are entirely unknown to the congreas- 
men themselves, end no good purpose would 
be served by any publicity in the matter.

How the Inquiry Proceeded. 
The first exhibit contained in the communl- 


cation ia Senator Tillman's personal explana-/ 


tion, made om the floor of the senate on Feb: 
19, 1908, in which he complained of an alleged 
unauthorized use of his name in a circular 
issued ‘by Bryan R. Dorr, president of the 
St. Paul and Pacific Timber syndicate of 
Portland. This circular says that Senator 
Tillman was interested in an action to coin- 
pel the Southern Oregon company to sell to 
applicants about 100,000 agres of timber 
lands which had been granted to the Coos 
Bay Wagon Road company on condition that 
it should be sold in quarter seetions for a 
price not exceeding $2.50 per acre. In that 
statement Senator Tillman denied that he 
had bought any land anywhere in the west 
and he declared further that he had not 
undertaken to buy any. f 

At the request of Senator Tillman the post- 
office department withheld mai! addressed to 
Bryan R. Dorr and to the timber syndicate, 
pending an investigation of their business 
by Postoffice Inspectors O. C. Riches and 
R. C. Clement. The inspectors’ report to 
G. D. Linn, inspector in charge at Spokane, 
Wash., is given by the president. 

In their report to the Inspector in charge 
at Spokane, Riches and Clement found that 
there was no evidence that Reeder & Wat- 
kins were not acting in good faith in receiv- 
ing applications for the land. As to the ac- 
tion of Dorr, against whom the case was 
more specificially directed, it was found 
that he was unwarrantably extravagant both 
in his statement of conditions and hid terms. 
This was attributed to his inexperience in 
business, his energy and enthusiasm, and de 
sire to make good in the west. 


Justified in Using Tillman’s Name. 

The inspectors, however, were convinced 
that Derr had no criminal! motive in his ac- 
tions and sincerely believed he would beable 
to make good his promises. As to the use 
of Senator Tillman’s’ name by Dorr, the in- 
epectors found that the facto concerning 


the applications of Senator Tillman and fam- - 


ily to purchase nine quarter sections of the 
land justified the real estate agent in using 
the sénator’s name as an advértisement. 
The action of the postoffice department in 
withholding from delivery mail addressed to 
Dorr was recommended to be rescinded. 

The final exhibit is a letter written by Dorr 
to the postmaster general under date Nov. 22, 
1908, in which he requests a full copy of the 
report of the postoffice inspectors to use in 
setting himself right with the people. He 
declares that he used the name of Senator 
Tillman without knowing that the senator 
deslred his operations to be kept hidden and 
secret from general public knowledge.” 

Dorr Feels Business Ruined. 

He mentions the fact that, although he 
was found to be innocent of any attempt to 
deceive or to defraud any one, the inves- 
tigation all but ruined his business and de- 
stroyed much of the confidence which his 
clients had reposed in him. He says: 

“Mr. Riches now tells me confidentially 
that his investigation clearly showed that 
Senator Tillman had interested himself in 
the Coos Bay lands as stated by me, and 
that the denial was unwarranted and false. 
The injury which Senator Tillman did me, 
taking advantage of his official position, is 
almost irreparable, and will be lifelong in 
its consequences to my business prospects, 
and also to my political future if I attempt 
at any time to/enter the field of politics. 

“There is only one way by which I may 
obtain reparation; that is by publishing the 
facts in full. The only thing which will 
enable me to do this is a copy of the report 
of Postal Inspector Riches, whose subor- 
dinate position prevents him from giving me 
the truth in writing.” 


GUARDS MORALS AND HEALTH

Homes Commission Urges Rigid Leg- 
izlation Restricting Sale of Nos- 
trums, Liquor, and Tobacco. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—Sweeping re- 
strictive legislation, including suppression of 
usury, making drunkenness a misdemeanor 
and greater regulation of nonstrums, all 
measures designed to promote the general 
welfare of the masses of the people of the 
District of Columbia, is recommended in the

This commission was appointed tostudy the 
problem of how best to improve the condi- 
tions of the people here.

H. Campbell in the Alexian Brothers’ hospi- 
tal last night Coroner’s Physician Reinhardt 
declared that the man died from 4 bullet 
wound that. undoubtedly had been self-in- 
flicted. 

Wednesday night Campbell wandered? into 
the garage of Edward J. Birk, 1941 Oakdale 
avenue, in a bloody condition and made sev- 
eral incoherent statements to a chauffeur. 
At that time che police suspected the man had 
been mufderously assaulted. 

Up to a few months ago Campbell was a 
Milwaukee shoe merchant. He was the son 
of Milwaukee's oldest boot and shoe mer- 
chant and a relative of former Congressman 
Theobald Otjen of that city. 

Campbell died shortly after 3 o’clock yee- 
terday afternoon after lying for two days in 
a comatose state unable to give his name or 
tell of the manner in which he came by his 
injuries. 


Case Considered Remarkable. 

The examination by the coroner's physi- 
clan of the wounds revealed a condition sel- 
dom met in medical annals, The bullet that 
caused Campbell's death entered one side of 
the head, near the temple, traversed the bony 
part, and made its exit at the other side of 
the head. Physicians at the autopsy were 
unanimous in asserting that it seemed impoes- 
sible that a man suffering from such an in- 
jury could wander about the streets in the 
cold last Wednesday night, ae Campbell did, 
hold several conversations with different per- 
gons and give varying reasons for his condi- 
tion, before collapsing. 

Never before in my experience have I met 
with a similar instance,“ asserted Dr. Rein- 
hardt. Except in so rare an instance as 
this the ordinary man would immediately 


an injury. That Campbell lived as long as he 
did seems improbable.’ 

In addition to the bullet wound the man bad 
fractured his skull as the result of falling on 
a pavement. 


Had Threatened Suicide. 


Police working under the direction of Capt. 
Kane of the Sheffield avenue station, on in- 
terviewing friends and acquaintances of 
Campbell, found that on several occasions 
recently Campbell had threateried to kill him- 
self. 

„I' blow my brains out. I’m Ack of this 
sort of thing.“ he reiterated constantly. 

The man had been out of work and met with 
other financial reverses. According to friends 
of the Campbeliis he had been drinking 
heavily and the newe of his suicide did not 
come as a surprise. 

The result of the coroner’s physician’e ex- 
amination last night cleared up the mystery 
that seemingly surrounded Campbell’s con- 
dition. Soon after Campbell had been iden- 
tified by his wife, Mrs. Kathryn Campbell, 
and a man who gave hie name as “D. C. 
Sewell,” but later admitted that he wae Den- 
nis Charles O’ Neil, 1660 Belmont avenue, the 
woman vanished. 


Friend Dreads Notoriety. 

Efforts to locate her for several hours 
proved futile and O Neil added to the confu- 
sion of the police by denying he knew the 
Campbells. 

“Some mistake. Those people don't live 
here,” he repeated constantly. He even re- 
moved the name plate in the building on 
which the name A. H. Campbell appeared 
under his own name. 

Late last night b« admitted to Capt. Kane 
that Campbell had lived at his home, but 
that he loathe te discues the matter for 
fear of etoiving himself in any notoriety.

We, the jury, are further of the opinion 
that the North Shore Health resort, in the 
village of Winnetka, where the decedent was 
a patient, and similar inetitutions of the state 
should not ‘receive patients troubled with 
a nervous malady when they know that such 
patients have a suicidal tendency; without 
guarding them with a day and night attend- 
ant. We recommend that this rule be en- 
forced.” 


Coroner Considers an Inquiry. 

Coroner Peter M. Hoffman took personal 
charge of the inquest, and, after a clash 
during the inquest between Dr. I. H. Hirsch- 
feld of the institution and Mr. MoCready 
over the instructions that had been given 
in regard to Mre. McCready, he inferred 
that he would make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the circumstances in order to fix 
the blame for the escape. 

The inquest hinged upon the point whether 
those in charge at the sanitarium had been 
definitely instructed to restrain Mrs. Me- 
Cready from suicide. In spite of the ageser- 
tlom of the husband that he had told the 
officials of his wife's condition, Drs. Hirsch- 
feld and Baird of the institution insisted that 
they had been informed only of Mrs. Mc- 
Cready’s nervous condition, and that no 
word had passed of her attempts in the past 
to commit suicide. The officials and mem- 
bers of the McCready family showed con- 
siderable feeling during the testimony, in 
which. such expressions as “lunatic asy- 
jlum,“ “ negligence,” and “ stupidity” fig- 
ured. . 


Husband Accuses; Doctor Explains. 
“Upon taking my wife to the sanitarium 
last Tuesday, Mr. McCready testified, “I 
told Dr. Hirschfeld that she had threatened 
to commit suicide and that he must have her 
watched to see that she did not throw herself 
from the window or drown herself in the lake. 
For the care of a special nurse who would be 
with her day and night I agreed to pay $25 a 
week in addition to the regular charges.” 
Dr. Hirschfeld declared during his exam- 
ination that a nurse did not violate the rules 
of the institution when she slept at night. 
The purpose of our sanitarium,” said he, 
u not to prevent patients leaving when they 
so desire nor from jumping from the win- 
dows. People come to the place for rest and 
not to be guarded from committing suicide,”’

Premier States That Plans for a 
New Reggio and Messina 
Will Appear. 
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[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

ROME, Jan. 8—The special session of the 

ber of deputies, called to adopt meas- 
gres in alleviation of the situation in Oala- 
pris and Messina. met today. Over 400 mem- 
ders were present and the galleries were 
erowded with visitors. 

Macora, president of the chamber, 
made a speech commemorating those who 
jost their lives through the earthquake, to 
qhich the deputies listened standing in re- 
digious silence, | i 

Sig. Macora often was interrupted by sobs 
and weeping. especially of the Sicilian and 
Calabrian deputies, all of whom had lost rela- 
tives or e in the disaster. 

He spoke feelingly of the tribute of sympa- 
thy and pity shown by the entire world, and 

the king and queen for being among 
the first to go to the stricken districts. 


Thanks to Foreign Navies. 

He expressed gratitude for the help given 
sufferers by the vessels of foreign’ navies 
“end their men, who performed acts of hero- 
ism and had united with Itallan soldiers 
end sailors to aid suffering humarity. He 
concluded his speech by declaring the ruined 
eities would rise again. 

The only time the silence was broken in 
the course of the speech was when Sig: 
Macora referred to the king and queen and 
the foreign warships, at which the deputies 
eltieered. 

Prime Minister Giolitti presented a pro- 
posed law regulating the situation. He 
thanked all the nations of the world for 

aid they had given. He also declared 
gio and Messina would be rebuilt.

POSTAL COMPLICA ONS. 

The 2 cent postage rate to Germany is 
now in effect. A few months ago a sim- 
ilar arrangement was made with Great 
Britain. But there are limitations. There 
must be some education of the people 
before the plan works smoothly. Already 
complaints are pouring into the postoffice 
department about the failings of the*low 
rate to Great Britain and Ireland. In 
answering these the depargpent makes 
the arrangement with Germany plainer. 

In the first place, the rate is available 
only where direct lines of steamers ply 
between the United States and the coun- 
tries mentioned. A letter to England by 
way of France still requires a 5 cent 
stamp. A letter to Germany by way of 
England goes at the international rate. 

In the second place a letter carried at 
the low rate to England or Germany 
cannot be forwarded to another country 
without additional postage. Correspond- 
ents of Americans traveling abroad 
should use the 5 cent stamp, Where mail 
is sent in care of tourist agencies or 
banks with the expectation of having it 
forwarded on notification there will be 


both extra postage and a fine to be paid 
by the recipients in case the 2 cent stamp 


is used. 

Francé and Italy have direct steamer 
lines to the United States. But these 
countries have not arranged for the direct 
low rate. Five cents still le required on 
letters by these lines. Even more inter- 
esting yet is the fact that 5 cents is re- 
quired for the ‘short distance between 
England and Germany, each of which 
countries has agreed to the 2 cent direct 
rate to the United States, eo much farther 
away. 

The next meeting of the International 
Postal union is to be held in Madrid in 
1913 or 1914. By that time it is reason- 
able to think all will be ready for “ penny 
postage.” In the meantime the different 
rates will prevail and the complications 
will exist. The encouraging thing in the 
situation, however, is that postal inter- 
relationships are receiving much atten- 
tion, each new cohvention contributing to 
a better understanding and to more favor- 


able rates.

As there seems to be a good deal of con- 
fusion with regard to the alleged sec 
agreement by which Russia coneented to the 
annexation by Austria of Herzegovina and 
Bosnia, it may be just as well to explain 
that an agreement of this kind between the 
two empires did actually take place, recelv- 
ing the signatures of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and of Alexander IL. of Russia. It was 
concluded in January, 1877, receiving the 
signature of the two monarchs on Merch 18 
/ot that year, just a month before the begin- 
ning of Russia's war with Turkey. 
agreement distinctly provided for Auatria’s 
annexation of Bosnia and n 
These are matters of history. 

The treaty of Berlin, concluding the labore 
the congress and providing merely for the 
upation of the two provinces by Austria, 

bears the date of July 18, 1878. Austria now 
alleges that on the same date another secret 
agreement was concluded and sigmed by 
Prince Gortchakoff, the Russian pienipoten- 
tlary and chancellor, and by the late Julius 


Amdrassy, the chancellor of Austria, and her 


plenipotentiary, whereby Russia gave ber 
consent not merely to the occupation but 
to the-anmexation. The Russian government 
does not deny the existence of Prince 
Gortchakoff’s arrangement with Count A- 
drassy, but questions his authority to make 
such an ent und ingists that it can- 
not in any way alter the general European 
character of the question on the ground that 
it ls an essential principle of international 
law that no power can either release itself 
from engagements which it took upon itself 
in virtue of an agreement or modify the 
resolutions taken, except with the consent 
of the contracting powers. | 

Consequently the legal status of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, as Officially determined at 
the Berlin congress by virtue of a general 
European treaty, could not be affected by 
any so-called arrangement between Prince 
Gortehakoff and Count Andrassy, and could 
only be legally altered by a new 7 
European agreement. 

— 


While everybody is aware that King Peter 
of Servia, who is a graduate of the French 
Military academy of St. Cyr, fought under 
the French flag throughout the war of 1870 
against Germany, Winning the cross of the 
Legion of Honor for conspicvous gallantry 
onthe battlefield, but few know that he 
took part in the Bosnia-Herzegovina insur- 
rection against Austria just twenty years 
ago, fighting among and in behalf of the 
Serb population of these two provinces un- 
der the name oft Mireic.“ He displayed just 
as much personal valor and indifference to 
danger in that insurrection as during the 
Franco-German war, although he knew that 
capture in his case meant short shrift and 
death. 

Under the circumstances the extraordinary 
lack of energy and of vigor which he has 
manifested since his accession to the throne 
of Servia in 1903 must be ascribed not to 

lack of courage but to @ realization of 
t terribly insecure nature of his throne 
and to his desire to retain at all costs pos- 
session thereof for himself and for his son, 
well knowing that the slightest upset would 
compe! him and his family to resume the 
dreary, stony, painful road of a poverty 
stricken exile.

Now that re forms are in order at the court 
of Peking there is one in particular that is 
anxiously hoped for by the medical attend- 
ants of the emperor. These number about 
thirty, and whenever the monarch is ailing 
three of them are summond to furnish a 
diagnosis as to his malady. They are not 
allowed to consult with one another in the 
presence of their illustrious patient and have 
no opportunity of taking coungel with one 
another and, as none of the thirty 
are sure as to which three of them are likely 
to be chosen. On completion of their ex- 
amination of the emperor they are conducted 
to separate rooms and required to furnish a 
diagnosis as to the emperor's malady and to 
prescribe the remedy. These three diagnoses 
are then compared, and if y do not agree 
the physicians are subjected to a terrible 
peating with bamboo rods in the name of 
the emperor and three others are summoned 
to advise on his condition. 

While this meefs of securing unity of 
opinion on the part of the doctors may com- 
mend itself to these who have suffered from: 
the disagreement of their medical attend. 
ants and from the lack of unity in the med- 
ical consultations on their cage, it naturally 
does not meet with the approval of the phyei- 
cians themselves, who complain that per- 
sonal chastisement, ever if it be in the nama 
of the emperor, is not calculated-to increase 
the prestige and cigmity of their calling, 
while the dread of being subjected to a beat- 
ing prevents them from speaking out their 
mind and delivering an honest diagnosis. 
Infact, they want this custom to be abol- 
ished, pronouncing it an abuse.

His newer vein is his best, and he has the 
feild to himself, for there is not another 
writer of the day who has his light but 
gure touch, the real and the imaginative 
qualities that distinguish all of his later 
storiés. If he were not a writer of fiction 
he could readily become the most delightful 
essayist of histime.

Te will eastly be conceived thet Prof. Bruek- 
ner had a colossal task before bim in endeav- 
oring to perform such a service for Russia. 
Fortunately he has not only brought to his 
task an enormous fund of knowledge, a sane 
yet deep sympathy with the Russian people, 
but also the power to weigh dispassionately 
the claims of patriots who write books te 
be considered makers of literature. 

He admits at the outset that Russian litere- 
ture must be judged by @ péculiar standard. 
It ia not an aceomplishment, a whimsical art, 
an exposition of vanities, or the polite vehicle 
of the fancies of the cultivated. It has been, 
instead, the voice of a people who but for thie 
outiet had been well nigh voiceless, and many 
—perbaps the greater part of those who have 
used this medium to express their convictions 
and te add to the vitality of Russian literature 
—have been paid tn the coin of martyrdom. 

The American reader who is familiar with 
all of the writers of whose work this author 
treats must indeed have made something of a 
specialty of Russian literature. Saltykov. 
Goncharot, Nekrasov, Ostrosky, and 
Chekhpw, not to go farther, are names which 
are quite unknown—or but vaguely heard of— 
by the American reader. Yet to the product 
of these eager, aspiring, sometimes impas- 
stoned men Prof. Bruckner brings asconsci- 
entious @ scrutiny as that which he expends 
upon Dostoevsky, Tolstol, or Turgenev. He 
even goes eo far as to satirise eome of these 
less known writers, which exercises the wits 
of the occidental ignoramus, such as the pres- 
ent reviewer, rather briskly.

The difficulties of full understanding are 
added to considerably by the lack of clear- 
ness on the part of the transiator. A desire 
to be faithful to the text at any cost has 
involved Mr. H. Havelock in many circuitous 
passages, which in the interests of lucidity 
might well have been simplified and cur- 
tailed, even at the cost of sacrificing some 
shade of the author’s meaning. 

It is exceedingly interesting to find that he 
places Dostoevsky far above both Tolstoi and 
Turgenev. A quotation may be pardoned. 

“The premature death of Dostoevsky,”’ 
observee Prof. Bruckner, was a most pain- 
ful loss to Russian—nay, to European—liter- 
ature, in which he was a unique phenomenon, 
though at the same time a most significant 
or, rather, disturbing one. The great, 
healthy artist Turgenev always movesalong 
leveled paths, in the fair avenues of the 
ancient landowner’s park. Esthetic pleasure 
is in his well balanced narrative of how 
Jack and Jill did .not come together; deeper 
ideas he in no wise stirs in us. Tolstoi, ! 
deed, has depth. But his ideas are old ones; 
we have found them inthe sixteenth century 
among the. Polish Aryans, this exclusive 
extolling of physical labor as alone accept- 
able to God, the despising of knowledge, the 
forbidding of resistance to injury with the 
same arguments, the forbidding of judging 
or fighting and ingenious attempts to es- 
cape the outcome of the forbiddance, the new 
interpretation of the gospel texts. 

His skill, his sincerity, are greater. more 
comprehensive, and deeper thar his thought. 

“Quite other ts the démonic, mystic, 
ecstatic, visionary, satanic Dostoevsky, 
Nietzeche's great teacher, hie profound man,

translation of it into the Russian tongue 


would, in the present state of governmental
